O-ONE can attempt to analyse the 
disclosed results of the Baguio Con- 
ference and say truthfully that the seven

It would, indeed, have been too much to 
expect. Never before has such a gather- 
ing been suggested, much less realised, 
In all the circumstances, no cautious ap- 
pronch was inevitable; the ‘natural ten- 
dency of each delegate, in varying degrees, 
was to feel the way carefully, gather im- 
pressions of the possibilities for the 
future rather than encourage immediate 
commitments. It was, not surprising, 
therefore, that little of a concrete nature 
received general approval. The principal 
proposal of the Philippines delegation 
headed by Brigadicr-Gencral Romulo, the 
setting up of oa permanent regional 
organisation, implying politicnl ‘cohesion, 
{frequent consultation and gradunl union,
